In general, the publicity for two local coin shows, which both 
will remain anonymous, was good in all respects, except that publicity 
items were put off, forgotten until the last minute, or done too late-- 
the time factor--and, just as worst and an incessant problem, no one 
could be found, would volunteer, or take on the extra burden to do the 
publicity effort--the work factor. 


My point is to state strongly and firmly that publicity, whether 
for a coin club's meetings or its coin show, demands time, especially 
far in advance, and work, hours of it. True, many are well informed 
of these two observations. However, to those who are not, start now: 
think, learn, and organize. Do not postpone, forget, or pass the buck.
